Ecauſe among other bitter fruits that theſe 


vnlawfull and bewitching Duels haue pꝛoduted; there is 
| none moꝛe dangerous foꝛ the ſequell , moze tontemptuous 
| againſt Dur Anthoattie, and moze godleſſe againſt the Di- 
J] uineMaieſtie, then is the publication, as it were befoze the 
/ \| Sutine and Moone , of mens arrogant conceits of their 
=». owne valour 2 WE haue thought it high time to pꝛeuent 
the ſame, finding it now to bee a common cuſtome , which 
doth daily come to Our Eares that men no ſooner fitdethemſelues barred oꝛ croſſed by 
any interuening occaſion of their bloodthirſtie and reuenging appetite, foꝛ deſtruction 
either of themlelues, oꝛ their partie in the Field; but pꝛelently muſt come foꝛth a waiting 
to be publiſhed to the woꝛld; which is nothing elſe, then a Pꝛoclamation oz E ditt as 
farre as in him lyeth; thereby either ſhifting oz excuſing their foꝛmer flowneſle, oz ac- 
cuſing their partie foꝛ not duely meeting them in their pꝛepoſterous haſt to their owne 
ruines: wherein Wee obſerue thee great and maine offences; Que agatnſt both GOD 
and Us, that they dare pꝛelume to ſet foozth to the woꝛld without ſhame, thetr owne 
vindictiue and bloody humour vpon lo vniuſt a ground; Foz no quarrelt ok any Sub- 
ietts tan be lawfull, except in defente of their Pꝛintce oꝛ their Countrey, the reuenging of 
all pꝛiuate wꝛongs onely belonging to Us ( vnder GOD, ) into whole hand hee hath 
put the Swoꝛd foꝛ that purpoſe ; The next is their offence againſt Us, in daring to 
p:eſumeſo karre vpon Our ſpeciall Pꝛerogatiue, as to take vpon them to make any 


publication ofthetr pleaſure, the power whereofis onely in Us; The third and laſt is, 
that thereby is anew ſeed lowen ofquarrels, whereupon Muarrels doe not onely be- 
come immoꝛtal. but multiply:Fo2 when as we ſhalhaue taken the paines to cauſe Our 
Marſhalsto agree a Quarrell, whereupon Wee and all honeſt men haue reaſon to ac- 
tompt it as vtterly extinct vpon ſuch publication both the parties and the ſeconds(ifany 
bee)areanew bꝛought vpon the Stage againe, and not onely by that meanes may it 
happen, that the parties ſhall againe fall out who befoze were agreed; but euen their 
friends, and peraduenture other friends who had nothing to doe with the matter, muſt 
vpon that backe reckoning fall by the eares together: Nay, if it ſhould chance one 02 
both ofthe parties to be killed in the firſt Quarrell, if ſuch ſozt of publication ſhould bee 
made by any of the ſeconds : It isenoughto renew a Quarrell either betweene thoſe 
ſeconds , o2 ſome of the neereſt of their kinne who were killed befoze : And ſo ſhall 
Nuarrels become immoꝛtal, and their memozy renew, wheras the beſt remedy againſt 
all ſinnes and offences is Foꝛgetfulneſſe. 

Fo: remedy whereof, We doe hereby declare, that whoſocuer ſhall after the publica- 
tion ofthis Our Pleaſure, pꝛeſume to put in waiting, oꝛ publiſh any Diſcourke of the 
maner, either of their meetings appointed with their parties, oz their lighting, oꝛ of 
any part of that quarrellous buſinefſc : wee will haue them to bee bzought ore te- 
1:15, 02 other wile, as the caſe ſhall require in the Starrechamber, and there to be puni⸗ 
ſhed at the diſcretion and cenſure of that Court foꝛ their high contempt againſt Us; fo 
be hereafter baniſhed the Court, of Us, Our deareſt Bedfellow, and the Pzince Our 
Sonne fo: the ſpace of ſenen peeres; And ( which is heauteſt of all) Wee doe pꝛoteſt fo? 
Our ownepart, We will neuer accomptofthembutas of Cowards : Foz we doe euer 
holdit the part of a man to ſhew his courage, when he is put to it in Action: but he that 
ſeekes his Reputation from manieſt voyces amongſt the people, We will euer atount it 
to pꝛoteed from the knowledge and iealouſie of his owne weakneſſe, as ifa man could 
not winne Honour, but per emendicata ſuffragia among the Oꝛdinaries. And if any man 
ſhould find himſelfe grieued with any whiſperings, oꝛ rumours ſpꝛead abꝛoad, milre⸗ 
poꝛting the tariage of any ſuch matter, he may reloꝛt to our Commiſſioners Marſhall, 


woh ſhal right him in his Neputation if they linde he be wꝛonged.
